INDIAN VIIXAGE. Ko rea. Mo n­

After the sho o ting the priso ntrs 
marched quietly befo re two fo r 
Imer Chinese POWs who said aft 
er repatriatio n they had seen 
i 
fello w POW slain in the sto ckade 
Oct. 3. 
The two Chinese singled o ut 
o f the priso ners as accused par­ 
ticipants and 16 as m aterial wit 
nesses. The 23 were taken o ut o f 
the marching line. 
Two o thers bro ke fro m the line 
fo r the gates behind which the two 
Chinese

witnesses" 
were 
standing, sho uting that they want­ 
ed to go ho me to Red China.
